The bill provides that anyone 
who remains in the Communist 
party 30 days after the bill's 
enactment could be fined 10,000

The subcommittee vote was 
not revealed, but Representative 
Emanuel Celler (Dem.), New 
York, said he was the only mem- 
ber to vote. against it.

WASHINGTON, July 21 (AP) 


Working under a last-minute. 


appeal from President Eisen- 
hower, the House yesterday 
overrode its Appropriations 


Committee and granted the full 
Administration request for 882, 
600,000 in shipbuilding money. 

The committee had cut the 
request to $11,100,000, but Mr. 
Eisenhower asked House lead- 
ers Monday to go back and fight 
for the full amount, and it went 
in easily, by a 123-41 standing 
vote. 

By a vote of 157 to 61, the

The discontent which was 
flourishing throughout much of 
Asia by the start of World War 
II had infected many Indochi- 
nese, and the 4 of the 
global war gave the Commu- 
nists their first real opportunity 
to use this to their advantage. 

After the fall of France in 
1940, the Vichy regime held 
nominal power in Indochina for 
a little while but soon the Jap- 
anese moved in their troops and 
took over al con 
through puppet, “independent” 
governments, occupying the ter- 
ritory until the end of the war. 

During this occupation, Indo- 
chinese Nationalists who had be- 
gun to speak of their country by 
its ancient name, Viet Nam 
meaning “people of the south“ 
rallied around new, patriotic 
“League for Viet Namese Inde- 
pendence,” or, as it came to be 
called, the Vietminh. At first 
the majority of its members 
were non-Communists, but soon 
the Communists. began to dom- 
inate the Vietminh. 

Rise of He Chi Minh. 

The wily Ho Chi Minh, who 
had been exiled by the French 
in his youth for Nationalist con- 
nections and who had been 
Communist-trained in Moscow, 
came to power in the Vietminh.

By 1950, the drain on France 
had become terrific. More than 
half its armed forces were tied 
down in Indochina, thus ham- 
pering the Allied effort in Eu- 
rope to form a western Euro- 
pean army. France had spent 
on the war over two billion dol- 
lars, a sum equal to all the 
financial aid given to France by 
the United States. 

In May 1950, the United States 
pledged its military and eco- 
nomic aid, and sent to Indo- 
china $15,000,000 worth of mili- 
tary aid and $23,000,000 in eco- 
nomic assistance. American mil- 
itary missions and many hun- 
dreds of American civilian tech- 
nicians went to Indochina in an 
advisory capacity. 

Eventually, the United States 
poured in three billion dollars 
worth of War material and money 
aid into the Fregch cause. 

In December 1950, the French 
gave a lift to their cause by 
‘sending Gen. Jean de Lattre de 
Tassigny to Indochina as com- 
mander-in-chief and high com- 
missioner. The general urgently 
called for more reinforcements, 
and by summer began to fortify 
the Red river delta. 

The fighting moved back and 
forth, the French taking posi- 
tions beyond the delta perime- 
ter, and then losing them again. 
Finally, in January 1952, Gen. 
De Lattre died of cancer and 
morale sagged once more. 

In April 1953 the Vietminh 
moved against Laos, and the fol- 
lowing month Gen. Henri Na- 
varre was made commander-in- 
chief. France then announced 
its willingness to negotiate for 
independence for Laos and Cam- 
bodia.

Cob. At times he finds it a difficult task. 

Wood is 54 years old and holds twin jobs—~economic co- 
ordinator for the United Nations Command and head of the Unit- 
ed State’s Foreign Operations Administration in Korea. In the 
next four years he is expected to co-ordinate several aid programs 
intended to lift Korea from war's rubble and stand it on its own 
feet. 


To give away a billion dollars 
in a country ravished by three 
years of war would seem as easy 
as passing out ice cream cones 
on the Fourth of July. But Wood 
is under constant fire from the 
people he is trying to help. 
There have been four thorns in 
his side since he came here last 
August and began to organize 
his staff of 19 to administer the 
FOA program: 

1. Korean insistence that 
Wood and his staff go home and 
“simplify matters” by merely 
giving the money to Korean gov- 
ernment leaders to spend. 


2. Opposition to accepting 
even as gifts any articles manu- 
factured in Japan. 


3. A whispering campaign by 
Korean government employes 
that American aid money is 
being wasted by members of 
Wood's staff. 


4. An editorial campaign in a 
government-owned paper charg- 
ing waste, confusion and delay. 


Even though there has been 
constant controversy, Wood feels 
there has been achievement. He 
cites anti-inflation controls and 
an agreement with the Republic 
of Korea on how the aid money 
is to be spent, 

After four months’ talks, for- 
mer Prime Minister Paik Too 
Chin agreed that America would 
have a say in how its money 
would be spent.

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Drouth Rides Again 

Gov. Donnelly’s appeal to the Federal Govern- 
ment for drouth relief reflects an increasingly 
disturbing situation.

If West had decided to lead 
a diamond, declarer would have 
had an absolute cinch for 10 
tricks, but actually West opened 
the 10 of hearts, and this gave 
South the chance to go wrong. 

For reasons best known to him- 
self, Sopth ducked the opening 
lead in dummy. East overtook 
with the heart jack and shifted 
to the diamond jack. South had 
nothing to lose by trying the 
finesse, but West captured the 
queen and returned the diamond 
deuce, driving out South's ace. 

Now, since declarer could see 
he would win only two spade 
tricks, two hearts and one dia- 
mond, it was clear he would 
need four club tricks to fulfill 
the contract. 

Farthwith, South led the club 
jack, but West was not an al- 
truist—he declined to cover.
